THE TARIFF AGITATION 


Calgary Standard Notes American 
Tariff is Much Higher Than 
Canadian 
There are many who are hoping 
that, as our largest export trade is 
with the United States, as a near mar- 
ket, the new president will remove a 
few bricks from the top of their tariff 
wall, to admit our goods on easier 
terms than hitherto. Many are argu- 
ing that in such an event. Canada 
should reciprocate by lowering her 
tariff on United States {mposts. Ad- 
vocates of such a policy are doubtless 
unaware that the tariff of the United 
States is much higher than that of 
Canada. The average ad valorem rate 
of duty imposed on al! dutiable goods 
during the fiscal year 1911 by the 


United States against other countries: 


was over 41 per cent., while that im- 
posed by Canada against other coun- 
tries was only 25 1-2 per cent. That 
is, the average United States rate 
against the world was 15.85 per cent. 
higher than the Canadian. Moreover, 
the average ad valorem rate of duty 
imposed on Canadian dutiable goods 
is only 25 per cent. By all means let 
the United States reduce their tariff 
until it reaches the level of the Can- 
adian tariff. This will put the two 
countries on an even trading basis. 
During the year ended the last of 
March of last year, we imported from 
the United States goods valued at 
$356,358,179, and exported to the 
United States goods valued at $120,- 
634,993. With equal tariffs, the 
balance of the trade will be more in 
our favor.—Calgary Standarc.

Hamilton's Lesson to Canada'in Fac- 
tory Development 
Hamilton exhibits probably the best 
fruits of moderate protection to be 
found in Canada. During 1912 alone 
that city received from the United 
States five big factories which will 
{nvest approximately two million dol- 
lars at once, and more in the near fu- 
ture. ‘These five factories will manu- 
facture steel cars of all kinds, steel 
and malleable castings, poreclain-ware, 
and air-brake and other railway equip- 
ment. The two thousand employes 
will require at least four hundred new 
houses in which to reside with their 
families, besides a number of new 
stores from whose counters. mer- 
chants will sell them the dally neces- 
saries of life. In addition to these 
five big firms from the United States, 
there are a great many smaller ones 
coming from the States to Hamilton, 
and also a large number of purely 
Canadian firms which will begin oper- 
ations in that city duing the year.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at ‘least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘(including the time 
tequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in cach of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

3,000 LIVES LOST. PROPERTY LOSS WILL PASS 
$100,000,000 MARK 


Columbus, Ohio, March 27.—Ac- 
cording to the figures as revised by 
government officials at ten o'clock 
today the catastrophe which has be- 
fallen Ohio and Indiana is the great- 
est which has ever befallon any part 
of the republic, the Johnstewn flood 
and San Francisco earthquake not 
being excepted.

$150,000,000, a large proportion of 
which is not covered by itsurance 
against floods.

The 
Muskingum river was reported to be 
more than 10 feet higher than ever 
before.

GREAT LOSS IN DAYTON. 

Although reports of distress and 
disaster are coming in from every 
section of the state, the greatest 
damage and loss of life, frony all re- 
ports, is at Dayton.

While the 
business section of the city is prac- 
tically all under water and the esti- 
mated loss of life is appalling, fires 
are adding to the horror by inereas- 
ing the death toll.

Disappointed efforts at. rescue 
work yesterday failed to clarify the 
puzzling situation regarding loss of 
life from the floods in Columbus.

At Deleware, 25 miles north of 
Columbus, the inhabitants are still 
floodbound and details are unavail- 
able.

King George of Greece 
Kiiled by Poor, Weak and 
feeble-Minded Greek 


Great Man is Sacrificed to 
Fanaticism of Worthless 
Creature 


Salonika, March 18.—King George 
of Greece was assassinated while 
walking in the streets of Salonika 
this afternoon. The assassin was a 
Greek of low mentality, who gave 
his name as Aleko Schlinas. He 
shot the king through the heart. 
The king was accompanied only by 
an aide, Lieut, Col. Francoudis. The 
assassin came suddenly at him and 
fired one shot from a seven chamber 
revolver. The tragedy caused in- 
tense excitement. ‘Schinas was seiz- 
ed immediately and overpowered. 
The wounded king was lifted and 
taken to Papafion hospital. He was 
still breathing, but died within half 
an hour. 

Prinee Nicholas, the king’s third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital. Arriving first, Prinee 
Nicholas summoned the officers and, 
speaking in a voice choked with 
sobs, said : 

“It is my deep grief to have to 
announce to you the death of our 
beloved king, and you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine.”’ 

Crown Prince Constantine, who 
succeeds King George, is at present 
at Janina. He is expected to come 
here with all possible speed. 

The assassin of the king is an 
evil-loohing fellow, about 40 years 
of age. Upon being arrested he re- 
fused to explain his motive for the 
crime. He declared that his name 
was Aleko Sechinas, and in reply to 
an officer he answered te had use 
for no governments.
